Watergate data published without conclusions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Impeach- 


ment investigators have made public 
their raw documentary evidence on 
Watergate, the building blocks without 
the blueprint of the case against Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


It is a dispassionate catalogue, seven 


volumes of data new and old, mo- 
mentous and trivial. Nowhere is there a 
signal of the direction or likely out- 
come of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee's coming debate and decision on 
the impeachment of the President. 


Instead, the committee's "Statement 


of Information," released Thursday, 
presents without conclusions or com- 
ments a compendium of testimony be- 
fore the Senate Watergate committee, 
the courts and during the hitherto se- 
cret proceedings of the grand jury. 


There are handwritten notes and dic- 


tated recollections by the President, 
portions of White House tape tran- 
scripts. There are White House memos, 


Nixon statements, even newspaper clip- 
pings. 


There are no major new revelations 


about the Watergate case. In some 
cases, the House evidence sketches in 
details on matters known before but 
only in outline. 


Among the highlights of what was 


newly disclosed by the House panel are 
these points: 


—Indirect evidence that Nixon talked 


of the danger of Watergate involvement 
to the President on March 17 — four 
days prior to the date he said he 
learned of the cover-up. 


—The President's dictated recollec- 


tion of the March 21 conversation in 
which John W. Dean III, then White 
House counsel, described the involve- 
ment of presidential aides and cam- 
paign lieutenants in the break-in and 
cover-up. 


—Grand jury testimony about the 


$75,000 payment relayed the night of 


March 21, 1973, to convicted Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. That 
payment was cited by a federal grand 
jury as one of the acts in a conspiracy 
to block the break-in investigation. 


The grand jury named Nixon as a co- 


conspirator, but did not indict him. It 
charged seven of his former White 
House and political aides with a crimi- 
nal conspiracy in a case to come to trial 
Sept. 9. 


The published evidence does not in- 


clude a grand jury report on Nixon's al- 
leged role, delivered to the House panel 
March 25. 


Despite its 3,891 pages, the compila- 


tion deals only with Watergate and its 
aftermath. 


It does not cover the committee's 


other areas of impeachment inquiry: 
ITT, dairy cooperative campaign con- 
tributions, domestic 
surveillance, 


abuse of the Internal Revenue Service, 
President Nixon's income taxes, his 


impoundment of appropriated funds, 
and the bombing of Cambodia. 


That evidence is to be published 


later, probably beginning next week. 


The 38 committee members will use 


the evidence, tape recordings and tran- 
scripts, plus the testimony of some 10 
witnesses now appearing in closed ses- 
sions, as the basis for their delibe'r- 
ations on the historic question confront- 
ing them: should they recommend that 
the House vote to impeach Nixon? 


The committee's debate is expected 


to begin during the week of July 22. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 


N.J., said the record his panel pub- 
lished is incomplete because the Presi- 
dent refused to comply with subpoenas 
for more tape recordings and docu- 
ments. 


Rodino also said that he and Rep. Ed- 


ward Hutchinson, R-Mich., had deleted 
material "in a few instances" to pro- 
tect the rights of Watergate defend- 


ants, because of security classifications 
or because it was not pertinent. 


In a foreword to the published evi- 


dence, Rodino said the panel sought to 
keep it dry and factual. 


"Every effort was made to preclude 


inferences in the presentation of this 
material," he said. "A deliberate and 
scrupulous abstention 
from conclu- 


sions, even by implication, was ob- 
served." 


He said the goal was to provide an 


objective, impartial record so that each 
committee member can make an in- 
formed judgment when the time comes 
to vote on impeachment. 


In an eighth volume, 243 pages long, 


presidential lawyer James D. St. Clair 
offered evidence seeking to prove 
Nixon's innocence, to challenge the 
credibility of his chief accuser, John 
W. Dean III, and to demonstrate that

Simon on Arab 
economic mission

Saudi Arabia and Egypt, two countries 
that hold important keys for world 
peace and prosperity 


If the trip is successful, it may result 


in lower world oil prices, a flow of in- 
vestment funds from the Arab wot Id to 
Western countries and closer relations 
between the Arab countries and the 
United States. 


Besides Egypt and Saudi Arabia, Si- 


mon also will stop in Israel and Kuwait 
in the Middle East, followed by visits to 
West Germany, France and Great Brit- 
am before returning to Washington on 
Juh 27 


Simon is taking with him govern- 


ment experts in agriculture, finance, 
trade, manpower development and edu- 
cation who will assist the Saudis and 
F.gyptians with their internal develop- 
ment problems. 


In Egypt, one group will study ho\v 


the United States can further assist in 
the re-openmg of the Suez Canal and 
the rebuilding of war-destroyed cities 
along the Waterway. 


In Saudi Arabia, the Simon party is 


prepared to discuss possible estab- 
lishment of a branch of a U.S. univer- 
sity. 


After Simon departs Saudi Arabia, 


several U.S. working parties under the 
supervision of Assistant Treasury Sec- 
retary Gerald L. Parsky will remain 
behind to continue work on Saudi de- 
velopment problems. 


The stakes of the trip are more than 


just assisting two Arab economies in 
their development, however. 


Egypt, more than any other country, 


may hold the key to future peace in the 
Middle East. Further, once warm 
Egyptian-Russian relations have cooled 
considerably and the U.S. feels the 
time is ripe to rebuild its former 
frayed relations. 


Saudi Arabia is the chief Mideast 


supplier of world oil needs, along with 
non-Arab Iran, and the closer the Saudi 
economy can be tied to the United 
States, the more assured the indus- 
trialized world will be of a steady flow 
of oil. 


A major purpose of the Saudi visit 


will be to encourage the Saudis to in- 
vest part of their vast new oil earnings 
in the United States and Western Eu- 
rope. 


One source on the trip said the 


United States is hopeful the Saudis will 
invest up to $8 billion in special, tailor- 
made U.S. government securities, a 
sum that would help pay the federal 
debt and ease government borrowing 
pressures in domestic credit markets. 


Sinatra, Australian 
unions come to terms 


SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — Austra- 


lian unions today lifted their bans on 
Frank Sinatra, and a tour promoter 
said the singer will resume his conceri 
tour and go ahead with a televised free 
show. 


The unions said Sinatra would be 


allowed to leave the country when he 
wishes, and the singer said in a joint 
statement that he "regretted" name- 
calling and rough house incidents 
Tuesday night. 


However, he did not issue a general 


apology as the unions had demanded. 


The agreement was reached after a 


three-hour meeting between Sinatra's 
lawyer, the promoters of the tour and 
Robert Hawke, Australia's top union of- 
ficial and president of the ruling Labor 
party. 


The statement said Sinatra did not 


intend "any general reflection upon the 
moral character of the working mem- 
bers of the Australian media." 


But it added: "He, of course, re- 


serves the right to continue to comment 
upon the quality of the professional 
performance of those working mem- 
bers of the media whom he believes are 
subject to criticism on professional 
grounds." 


In their part of the statement, the 


unions said they had no desire to em- 
barrass Sinatra, and "they express 
their regrets for any physical inconven- 
ience that may have been caused to 
him by journalists." 
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Ehrlichman jury 
hears wrapup 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Associate 


special Watergate prosecutor William 
H. Merrill conceded today that John D. 
Ehrlichman did not approve a "break- 
in" at the office of Daniel Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist, but said the former presi- 
dential assistant was guilty of plotting 
an illegal, nontraceable secret search. 


Making his final argument to the 


jury, Merrill said, "It's clear that no 
one used the word break-in because a 
break-in was not contemplated ... 


"To talk about a break-in would not 


only be inconsistent with covert, but in- 
consistent with nontraceable," Merrill 
said. 


Direct testimony and memos entered 


in evidence at the 11-day-old plumbers 
trial have said Ehrlichman approved a 
covert operation on condition it not be 
traced back to the White House. 


Ehrlichman conceded giving ap- 


proval in the summer of 1971 but de- 
nied he ever contemplated anything il- 
legal. 


Ehrlichman and three others are 


charged with violating the civil rights 
of the psychiatrist, Dr. Lewis J. Field- 
ing of Beverly Hills, Calif., whose office 
was broken into Sept. 3, 1971. 


Ehrlichman is also charged with four 


counts of lying to the FBI and a federal 
grand jury. 


President Nixon and Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger both provided 


evidence for the defense Wednesday. 


The closing arguments are likely to 


occupy most of today's session. U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard Gesell said he 
will delay his final instructions until 
Friday, with the six man-six woman 
jury begins deliberations. 


In court on Wednesday, Kissinger 


testified for less than two minutes and 
the President submitted written an- 
swers to six questions submitted to the 
White House by Ehrlichman's at- 
torneys. 


Kissinger, who has repeatedly denied 


any knowledge of the special White 
House investigative unit known as the 
plumbers, was called as a defense wit- 
ness by Ehrlichman's lawyers. 


The plumbers, under codirectors Da- 


vid R. Young and Egil "Bud" Krogh. 
planned and carried 
off an illegal 


search of Fielding's offices on Sept. 3, 
1971. 


Young, brought to the White House 


by Kissinger when he was Nixon's na- 
tional security adviser, had been a 
principal witness in the prosecution's 
attempt to prove Ehrlichman had a 
hand in plotting the break-in. 


Kissinger, called to damage Young's 


credibility, testified he knew nothing 
of, let alone suggested, a plan to gather 
psychological information about Ells- 
berg, who leaked the Pentagon Papers 
study of the Vietnam War to the press. 


A CIA official had quoted Young as 


saying Kissinger and Ehrlichman had 
requested that the agency prepare a 
psychological profile on Ellsberg. 


When the profile proved inadequate, 


the plumbers planned the break-in. 


A few hours after Kissinger's appear- 


ance, Judge Gesell read to the jury six 
written answers to questions submitted 
to President Nixon by Ehrlichman's 
lawyers. 


Nixon said he answered the questions 


"as a matter of discretion, and in the 
interests of justice ..." 


In them, the President said he never 


authorized the Ellsberg break-in and 
didn't learn of it until March 17, 1973. 


Nixon said he could not recall if he 


ever gave specific instructions to Ehr- 
lichman and other White House aides 
not to talk to the FBI once the break-in 
carne under formal investigation last 
spring. 


Krogh quoted Ehrlichman as saying 


the President had issued such an or- 
der. 


Gesell is to deliver his final instruc- 


tions to the jury members 
Friday, 


when their deliberations begin. 


The other defendants are G. Gordon 


Liddy, Bernard L. Barker and Eugenic 
R. Martinez. Liddy said in court 
Wednesday that he will not testify in 
his own defense as have the other de- 
fendants. 


Dean faces questioners 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
John W. 


Dean III, who once said his most diffi- 
cult problem was "how I could end this 
mess without mortally wounding the 
President," faces questioning in the 
impeachment proceedings he helped to 
initiate. 


It was Dean's Senate testimony a 


year ago linking President Nixon with 
the Watergate cover-up that helped set 
the stage for the current inquiry by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 


His testimony now has been re- 


quested by James St. Clair, Nixon's 
impeachment defense lawyer, who 
wants to examine him on the narrow is- 
sue of a $75,000 payment he helped ar- 
range for Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. 


The former White House counsel 


played a leading role in all phases of 
the cover-up until he decided to tell his 
story to the Watergate prosecutors in 
April 1973, and he faces intensive ques- 
tioning by committee members. 


Today's session will be something of 


a homecoming for Dean, who served as 
a minority counsel to the Judiciary 
Committee for two years before moving 
to the Justice Department early in the 
Nixon administration. 


"He was minority counsel of subcom- 


mittee 3," Rep. Edward Hutchinson, R- 
Mich., now the ranking committee Re- 
publican, recalled Wednesday. "I sat 
beside him and he did a good job." 


"I know him very well," said Rep. 


Charles E. Wiggins, R-Calif., another 
senior GOP member. "He is most com- 
petent and I had no reason to question 
his integrity when he was here." 


Dean pleaded guilty last October to 


conspiracy to obstruct justice and de- 
fraud the United States. His sentencing 
has been deferred and he has been co- 
operating with the Watergate prose- 
cutors. 


All St. Clair wants Dean to tell the 


committee is how he passed on Hunt's 
request for money to Frederick C. 
LaRue, a former Nixon campaign aide 
who has testified that he delivered 
$75,000 to Hunt's lawyer the night of 
March 21, 1973. 


St. Clair hopes Dean will say he 


called LaRue that morning before a 
conversation with Nixon in which 
Hunt's money demands were dis- 
cussed. 


Gurney 
indicted 
in bribe 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) - Sen. 


Edward J. Gurney has been indicted by 
a federal grand jury in connection with 
a $233,000 fund-raising effort involving 
contractors 
and developers 
seeking 


U.S. housing contract influence. 


The Florida Republican was charged 


with bribery, conspiracy, taking part 
in a coverup and lying to the special 
grand jury. The panel returned the in- 
dictment Wednesday after a 10-montb 
investigation. 


Conviction on all counts could bring a 


maximum prison term of 42 years. 


No arraignment date was set for Gur- 


ney or the six other men indicted with 
him. 


Gurney, the first U.S. Senator in 50 


years to be indicted while in office, said 
he is innocent. 


"I have an abiding faith in the Amer- 


ican system of justice and firmly be- 
lieve that I will be proved innocent of 
any wrongdoing in this affair," said 
Gurney, 60, of Winter Park 


Gurney, a member of the Senate Wa- 


tergate committee and a staunch sup- 
porter of President Nixon both on the 
committee and off, is up for reelection 
this vear. Florida Republican Chair- 
man, L. E. Thomas said the indictment 
"dealt a mortal blow" to Gurney's re- 
election bid. 


The grand jury probe began after 


The Miami Herald reported that a Gur- 
ney aide obtained funds in Gurney's 
name from builders hoping to win his 
influence with the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. 


Indicted with Gurney were: 
James Lee Groot of Washington, Gur- 


ney's former administrative assistant; 
Earl M. Crittenden of Orlando, former 
Florida GOP chairman; George Ander- 
son, the senator's 1968 campaign trea- 
surer, Winter Park; Joseph Bastien, 
the head of Gurney's field office in 
Winter Park; and FHA officials Wayne 
Swiger of Tampa and Ralph M. Koontz 
of Jacksonville. 


The 33-page indictment also lists 42 


unindicted coconspirators. 
They in- 


clude contractors and developers, hous- 
ing officials and the chief fund-raiser, 
Larry E. Williams of Orlando. 


"It's smiles all round," said Robert 


Raymond, one of the tour promoters. 
"There was no apology. The unions 
have really shown a lot of under- 
standing and deserve complimenting. 
They realized it got grossly out of pro- 
portion." 


Hawke flew to Sydney to meet with 


Sinatra after a number of unions de- 
manded that Sinatra apologize for in- 
sults to Australia's journalists. 


The musicians' union said Sinatra 


could not appear again in the country 
until he apologized. And the transport 
union said its members would not serv- 
ice any plane the singer was booked on. 


Hawke said Sinatra would "never get 


out of Australia" unless he retracted 
scurrilous remarks he made during a 
concert Tuesday night in Melbourne 
and apologized for the rough treatment 
his bodyguards gave a television crew. 


The hotel employes' union threatened 


to boycott the Sydney hotel in which Si- 
natra was holed up. 


The singer had scheduled five con- 


certs — two in Melbourne and three in 
Sydney - at $135,000 each. He still has 
four to go. 


Sinatra's lawyer, Milton A. Rudin, 


told a news conference his client "re- 
gretted the incidents" but would not 
accept culpability. 


He sairf Sinatra, making his first 


Australian tour in 15 years, was willing 
to give a free TV performance to make 
up for a concert that was canceled 
Wednesday night.

Marvin Hitt, director of the U S De- 


partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare's long-term care office in Chi- 
cago, said a state rule forbids nursing 
homes that care for both Medicare and 
Medicaid patients from collecting more 
money for one kind of patient than an- 
other 
But he said homes with only 


Medicaid patients are eligible to re- 
ceive greater amounts, and he knew of 
no nursing homes attempting to stop 
caring for Medicaid patients 


"The problem is that you have to be 


practically dead or acutely ill to qualify 
for 
Medicare benefits," 
MacKenzie 


said 
"We would hope that enough nursing 


homes would stay in the program so 
there would be at least one in every 
area, but I myself can't recommend 
it," he added 


MacKenzie said too much paperwork 


is required by the Social Security Ad- 
ministration, the agency which admin- 
isters Medicare, and many times the 
government refuses to pay the actual 
cost of treatment 


If the federal government refuses 


payment, he said, it is up to the nurs 
ing home to collect from the patients 


MacKenzie said that, unless a home 


handles many Medicare residents, he 
would advise it to drop the program 


"I am sure there is going to be some- 


where in the state where a person who 
deserves Medicare won't be able to find 
a nursing home," MacKenzie said 
"But that should be the concern of the 
Social Security Administration to make 
it so some of the homes will stay "

MADISON - The University of Wis- 


consin System's proposed 1974-75 oper- 
ating budget of $620 million, a 9 1 per 
cent increase over 1973-74, will be 
presented to the UW Board of Regents 
for approval Friday 


The budget package, fueled by a $2 S 


million savings from legislative-man- 
dated cutbacks and restoration of state 
fund support for intercollegiate athlet- 
ics, but drained by unanticipated en- 
rollment declines last year and salary 
increases for faculty, academic staff 
and classified employes, will be 
presented to the Regents' business and 
finance committee Thursday afternoon 


The budget will require $303 million 


in state funds, an increase of 7 per cent 
from 1973-74 UW Senior Vice President 
Donald Percy pointed out that both that 
increase and the 9 1 per cent overall in- 
crease are lower than the inflationary 
increase for the same period of time 


Of the $620 million, UW-Oshkosh will 


receive $31 5 and UW-Green Bay will 
get $14 8 million The largest campus, 
Madison, will receive $281 million to 
operate and Milwaukee gets $71 mil- 
lion 


In his breakdown of the budget, 


Percy said there writ be an estimated 
136,283 students enrolled at the 27 
campuses this fall 
He described the

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Could you 


please tell me anything about an en- 


K "?yroid S'and? My son has one 
ana his doctor doesn't recommend any- 
thing to decrease it since he feels all 
right. - Mrs. L.S. 
' An enlarged thyroid indicates disease 
of that gland, but treatment depends on 
ihe nature of the disease. 


Disorders causing the enlargement 


are colloid goiter (from iodine defi- 
ciency), overactive thyroid, infection 
and tumor nodules. 


A variety of laboratory tests 
are 


available to determine the cause: 
Metabolism tests (the thyroid is the 
"governor" of the body's metabolism), 
blood tests to determine hormone.lev- 
els and studies with radioactive iodine. 
With all the tests, it may be necessary 
in certain cases to make a microscopic- 
examination of tissue from the gland. 


It may be, assuming your son's doc- 


tor has made enough tests to show the 
true situation, that your son has a 
simple nontoxic goiter which requires 
•no specific treatment. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you 


please comment on causes and treat- 
ment of ulcerative colitis? Should cer- 
tain foods be avoided? — K.B. 


Coiitis — ulcerative, mucous or other 


types — just isn't as simple as, say, 
scarlet fever. You can't say it is caused 
.by a germ. You can't say it is caused 
by any single factor. 


You can't even say that certain foods 


should be avoided. Often some foods 
should, but it depends on the individ- 
ual's reaction. What is fine for one is 
bad for another. 


So let me beg off from trying to give 


a brief answer to your question, but 
suggest instead that you send for, and 
read, my booklet on "Colitis and Kin- 
dred Complaints." Send 25 cents and a

it. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have never 


read anything on calcium deposits in 
the breasts. After having sore breasts 
continually, 1 went to my doctor and 
had X rays and was told I had calcium 
deposits in both breasts. They are al- 
ways lumpy and sore. Can you tell me 
anything about it? Will this ever go 
away? What causes it? Will the breasts 
ever have to be removed because of 
this? - E.R.S. 


I think you are unduly alarmed — not 


that you don't have a problem to com- 
bat, but it's not likely to be as severe or 
as long-lasting as you evidently think. 


Sore breasts indicate irritation and 


inflammation of some sort. Cysts are 
the most common cause of this, al- 
though I can't, of course, rule out some 
unusual source of the trouble in your 
case. I just have no way of knowing.

either by a wound or inflammation, the 
body uses its own calcium in the heal- 
ing process. (A scar, for example, may 
contain calcium; a damaged joint or 
bone will have a calcium deposit at the 
repair site.) 


So calcium deposits in your breasts 


are not unexpected after the troubles 
you've had. If I am interpreting cor- 
rectly, I would say it is highly unlikely 
that removal of the breasts would be 
necessary - and the fact that the spots 
are scattered and in both breasts is an 
indication that the trouble is not can- 
cer. 


As to treatment, please don't make 


me guess because I cannot be sure as 
to what the basic trouble is although I 
can feel some assurance as to what it 
isn't. It may be that adjustment of hor- 
mone levels in your system (by na- 
ture's action or otherwise) may begin 
to bring you some relief.

the transcript of the March 21 meeting 
luf Nixon, Dean and Haldeman "clearly 
demonstrates that the President recog- 
hizes that any blackmail and cover-up 
t'.ctivities then in progress could not 
continue " 
' St Clair said Dean left the meeting, 
talked with Frederick C. LaRue, who in 
turn called John N Mitchell to advise 
he had a request for $75,000 for Hunt's 
legal fees. 


"Mitchell acknowledges that he ad- 


vised LaRue to pay the money for at- 
torney fees," the St Clair volume says 
"During the March 21, 1973 late after- 
noon meeting with the President, Dean 
denied that he had spoken to either 
LaRue or Mitchell, when in fact he had 
spoken to both." 


The largest single segment of com- 


mittee evidence dealt with the events of 
ivlarch 21 — long considered the most 
Icrucial day in the Watergate after- 
math. 
'. LaRue told the grand jury "I told 
•JVlr. Mitchell that we had a request for 
$75,000 for Mr. Hunt 
He asked me 


what it was for I told him to the best of 
tny knowledge it was for attorney's fees 
and he said that under the circum- 
stances, he said, 'I think you ought to 
pay it,' which I proceeded to do." 


Grand jury testimony of H.R. Halde- 


man also was disclosed for the first 
time 
,'Q. Is it your testimony that you do 
not recall saying to Mr 
Mitchell in 


substance that the President requested 
that you meet as to how to deal with 
Mr. Hunt's demand for substantial 
cash payments? 
'«A 
Yes 
I have no recollection of 


that being discussed. 


The Hunt demand was relayed to 


Dean initially by Paul O'Brien, a for- 
mer Nixon reelection committee law- 
yer. He told the grand jury that Hunt 
asked for $60,000 legal fees and $70,000 
for living expenses, threatening to dis- 
close the "seamy things" he had done 
while in White House employ. 


"I never had anyone make a personal 


demand on me for over a hundred thou- 
sand dollars," O'Brien told the grand 
jury. "I mean it wasn't just that some- 
body approached me (for) a dime for a 
cup of coffee. 


Dean's story to the grand jury added 


another dimension. He said he relayed 
the substance of what O'Brien told him 
to John D. Ehrhchman. 


"He wanted to give the impression he 


wasn't particularly concerned about it, 
but he asked me if I had talked to John 
Mitchell about it. I said, 'No, I had 
not ' He said: 'Well, I think you better 
talk to Mr. Mitchell about this,' and 
that was the conversation " 


Haldeman, Ehrhchman, Mitchell and 


three other men are scheduled to stand 
trial in September, charged with con- 
spiring to block the Watergate investi- 
gation The March 21 money payment 
is one of the key "overt acts" alleged to 
have contributed to the plot 


The committee staff described the 


contents of a tape of a June 4, 1973 dis- 
cussion between the President and his 
press secretary, Ronald L. Ziegler. 
Nixon had just listened to a tape of his 
March 17 conversation with Dean and, 
according to the paraphrased account, 
he described that talk to Ziegler- 


"The President said that looking to 


the future there were problems and 
that (Jeb Stuart) Magruder could 
bring it right to Haldeman, and that 
could bring it to the White House, to 
the President 
The Pres.dent said 


'we've got to cut that back. That ought 
to be cut out.' " 


The June 4 tape, the committee evi- 


dence said, showed Nixon told Ziegler 
that up to March 17 he had no conver- 
sation with Dean "on the basic concep- 
tion of Watergate, but on the 17th there 
began discussion of the substance of 
Watergate." 


The committee staff went on: 
"Dean told the President that Dean 


had been over this like a blanket. Dean 
said that Magruder was good, but if he 
sees himself sinking he'll drag every- 
thing with him. He said no one in the 
White House had prior knowledge of 
Watergate except possibly (Gordon) 
Strachan. There was a discussion of 
whether Haldeman or Strachan had 


pushed on Watergate and whether any- 
one in the White House was involved. 
The President said that Magruder put 
the heat on, and (Hugh) Sloan starts 
pissing on Haldeman. The President 
said that 'we've got to cut that off. We 
can't have that go to Haldeman.' " 


The most curious, and totally unex- 


plained, items in the seven committee 
volumes are the cryptic notations Pres- 
ident Nixon made on a sheet of legal 
paper on April 15, 1973.

S u n d a y 
w h e n 


Klemdienst and Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry 
E Petersen told the President the mas- 
sive cover-up story outlined to them by 
federal prosecutors. 


The Nixon scribbles were divided by 


seven horizontal lines, each with a par- 
tial sentence in the manner of a man 
jotting down key phrases to jog his 
memory later. 


Midway down the page is a section, 


divided by a vertical line. On the left 
side is the notation, "Gray's docu- 
ment." On the right, the President 
wrote, "I'm not going to he for Ehr-' 
lichman." 


Much of April 15 remains a mystery. 


That was the day when according to the 
White House, the tape reels recording 
Nixon's conversations ran out and the 
talks went unrecorded. 


Nixon once had offered to give the 


grand jury his dictated recollections of 
the multiple meetings on April 15, but 
said later that the recording could not 
be found. 


However, there was such a tape ca- 


sette for March 21 — and it accom- 
panied the White House tapes both to 
the grand jury and the impeachment 
inquiry. 


The highlights, as dictated at the end 


of the day by the President, included 
these quotations- 


"Dean, really in effect let it all hang 


out when he said there was a cancerous 
growth around the President that sim- 
ply was going to continue to grow and 
that we had probably to cut it out now 
rather than let it grow and destroy us 
later. He obviously is very depressed ... 


"He feels even he would be guilty of 


some, uh, criminal pra--, uh, liability 
due to the fact that he, uh, participated 
in the actions which, uh, resulted in 
taking care of the defendants, while 
they were, uh, under trial .." 


Magruder, who was deputy director 


on the re-election committee, was de- 
scribed by Nixon in that March 21 ca- 
sette as "a rather weak man, who had 
all the appearance of character, but 
who really lacks it when the, uh, chips 
are down." 


The President went on to say that "I 


don't think that certainly Haldeman or 
Ehrlichman had any idea about bug- 
ging ... and of course know Dean 
didn't." 


Nixon said he had learned on that 


day, for the first time, that Ehrhchman 
apparently sent Hunt "and his crew" 
to check into Daniel Ellsberg — a ref- 
erence to the September 1971 break-in 
at the office of Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 
EJlsberg had admitted leaking the Pen- 
tagon Papers to the press. 


Later, Nixon said publicly that he 


learned of the break-in on March 17 — 
four days before he dictated the ca- 
sette. 


These were among the other disclo- 


sures in the committee's evidence- 


—Asst Atty Gen. Petersen told the 


grand jury on Feb. 5 that while he was 
heading the original Watergate investi- 
gation, Nixon suggested that he act 
also as White House counsel. Petersen 
said that was in April, 1973, and that he 
thought it "was a little heavy-handed." 


—Haldeman was advised as early as 


Dec. 2, 1971, that Nixon campaign aides 
were at work on a political intelli-- 
gence-gathenng operation. Aide Gor- 
don Strachan wrote Haldeman in a1 
memo then that G Gordon Liddy, later 
convicted in Watergate, would "handle 
political intelligence as well as legal 
matters " 


— Before 
the 
Watergate break-in, 


during the controversy over Republi- 
can campaign contributions offered by 
International Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp , Nixon suggested that Republi- 
cans "boycott all investigating com- 
mittees on the ground that they are po- 
litically motivated " 


That statement is in a previously un- 


published White House tape transcript, 
covering a conversation on April 4, 
1972 


Excessive drinking may 
contribute to oral cancer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new fed- 


eral report says moderate drinking 
may be beneficial to some people, but 
that heavy drinking and smoking com- 
bined greatly increases the risk of 
mouth and throat cancer 


"The wide range of devastating prob- 


lems associated with the use of alcohol 
all relate to excessiveness — not mod- 
eration," said Dr. Morris E 
Chafctz, 


director of the National Institute on Al- 
cohol Abuse and Alcoholism 


"This demands that we, as a society, 


begin to exercise a sufficient measure 
of individual and social responsibility 
in our use of beverage alcohol — a re- 
sponsibility that has been .seriously 
lacking." 


The report was sent to Congress by 


the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare as Chafetz outlined its 
findings Wednesday to a White House 
seminar for health writers 


Cancers of the mouth, pharynx, la- 


rynx and esophagus and primary can- 
cer of the liver "appear to be definitely 
related to heavy alcohol intake in the 
United States and parts of the world 
where these occur with high frequency 
in men," the report said. 


It found that heavy drinkers and 


smokers run a I5-times-greater risk of 
developing cancer of the mouth and 
throat than abstainers. 


According to the report, moderate 


drinking is considered to be consump- 
tion of up to three ounces of whisky, a 
half bottle of wine or four glasses of 
beer daily 


Beyond that level, a drinker runs 


nearly 2I/2 times greater risk of oral 
tancer, about the same as a person who 


smokes 40 or more cigarettes daily, the 
report said. 


Chafetz said that for reasons that re- 


main unclear to researchers, the over- 
all risk of mouth and throat cancer is 
greatly compounded for people who 
both drink and smoke heavily. 


However, he told 
the seminar 


"There is no evidence that the moder- 
ate use of alcohol is harmful to health. 
Moderate drinkers, as a statistical 
group, live longer than abstainers or 
ex-drinkers." 


Chafetz said moderate drinkers have 


a lower rate of heart attacks and that 
"moderate alcohol use may be physi- 
cally, psychologically and socially ben- 
eficial to active and institutionalized 
older people " 


The HEW official emphasized that 


the report does not contend that heavy 
drinking causes cancer, but he said 
there is a clear statistical correlation 
between the two. 


Chafetz said an increase 
in heavy 


teen-age drinking "just blows my 
mind. It worries me greatly." 


He cited a study reporting that 14 per 


cent of male high school seniors admit 
they get drunk at least once a week, 
with 36 per cent of all seniors saying 
they get drunk at least four times a 
year. The study this past spring in- 
volved 
14,000 youths in grades 7 


through 12. 


The Distilled Spirits Council of the 


United States noted in a statement that 
the HEW report differentiated between 
moderate and neavy drinking. Prob- 
lems described in the report "need 
careful evaluation and further study 
before any correlations can be firmly 
established," the distillers group said.

'bait and switch' charge

tisement sounds too good to be true: a 
vacuum cleaner that does everything 
but change the baby's diaper. And for a 
mere $25. 


But when you get to the store, the 


salesman says the vacuum 
cleaner 


isn't so hot after all. The store doesn't 
have it in stock, anyway. But as long as 
you made the trip, there's this other 
model which is only $30 more ... 


You've just fallen into one of the old- 


est consumer ruses in the book. It's 
called bait and switch, and is usually 
considered to be the tactic of the na- 
tion's less reputable merchants. 


But the Federal Trade Commission 


initiated legal action Wednesday, alleg- 
ing that the tactic is used by Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., the nation's largest 
merchandiser. 


Sears denied the allegation and said 


it would oppose the FTC action. 


The commission issued a complaint 


citing Sears for using bait and switch 
to sell sewing machines, but the com- 
plaint also covered washers, driers and 
other major appliances. 


The commission's 
proposed 
relief 


would be for Sears to stop using bait 


and switch and disclose in all future 
advertisements for major appliances 
that the merchandizer was the subject 
of an FTC order relating to the tactic. 
Also, customers would be given three 
days to cancel any major appliance 
purchase, including items bought on 


The commission alleged that Sears 


encouraged its sale personnel through 
quotas and other methods to tout cus- 
tomers off the low-priced, advertised 
models in favor of more expensive 
ones. 
The sewing machines, according to 


the complaint, sold for $58, and were 
advertised as able to do button holes, 
sew zigzag stitches, operate in reverse 
and even sew over seams. 


But when customers got to the Sears 


stores, the FTC said, the salesman said 
the machines could not perform those 
functions. The machines were said to 
be noisy and lacking a standard guar- 
antee. Delays in delivery could be 
lengthy, the commission quoted sales- 
men as saying 


In Chicago, Sears officials said the 


commission seems to be taking a new 
interpretation of advertising rules.

Direct attention away from handicaps 
and defects by using interesting, color 
ful designs 


These should fit in with the clothing 


of others around them, she suggested 
In this way appearance satisfies the 


individual's need to belong 


Not that wearing current fashion 


puts the handicapped 
into a ster- 


eotyped role, the specialist added Indi- 
vidual preference and need are just as 
important as current fashion, so a per- 
son can keep separate identity 


"Fashion is at once a uniting and dif- 


ferentiating force 
People can look 


enough like others in their group to be- 
long But they also can look different 
enough to show their own individuality 


"Personal choice of clothing and ac- 


cessories is also a point of individual 
pride Appearance often reveals state 
of mind," she says "Encourage the 
handicapped to select suitable designed 
clothes It's important for their inde- 
pendence and self-esteem 


"Many people realize this need for 


fashion and individual preference in 
clothing for the handicapped However, 
they can't carry out their ideas because 
of the difficulties involved," Landry 
said 


"Fitting problems are different and 


alterations may be extensive Trying on 
clothing is tiring, especially for people 
with limited energy and coordination 
You can cope with these problems if 
there is some way to get the handi- 
capped person and the merchandise to- 
gether " 


Shopping for and with the handi- 


capped is difficult, but it can be man- 
aged, she explained Some design and 
alteration problems can be eliminated 


or minimized by going to a store that 
specializes in clothing for the handi 
capped 


Since problems are as varied as 


people, it is not economically feasible 
to mass pro uce special clothing Some 
merchandisers of special clothing have 
been moderately successful but are not 
well known to the public 


The U S Department of Agriculture 


lists four manufacturers in its 1973 ag 
nculture yearbook, "Handbook for the 
Home " These firms sell garments de 
signed to meet specific physical needs 
and also make clothes to order Cata-

Some ads call for skepticism 


Advertisements often create competi- 


tion between products which are just 
about the same or lead people to be- 
lieve things that are not entirely true. 
In an attempt to make advertisements 
more useful to consumers, or at least 
more honest, government agencies are 
becoming more insistent in asking 
manufacturers to prove the claims they 
make. 


Deodorant and antiperspirant ads are 


good examples, says Joseph R. Robin- 
son, pharmacy professor at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Madison. 


Different brands and forms of deodo- 


rant and antiperspirant products are 
superior to others mainly in their per- 
fumes, packaging and the advertising 
claims made about them, Robinson 
says. 


Though some of the products have 


different active ingredients and can be 
applied in several ways, none of them 
can completely stop perspiration and 
eliminate odor. At best, they can help. 


Each deordorant manufacturer, how- 


ever, would have you believe that their 
product is the driest, the safest or the 
longest acting. And they say so, or im- 
ply it in their ads, Robinson says. 


One company says their product 


"doesn't sting." Yet for a small per 
cent of the population it does produce 
stinging on freshly shaven skin. Other 
companies say their aerosol products 
are "super dry." They are, when com- 
pared with earlier aerosols, says Rob- 
inson, but they are not any drier than 
most other products currently on the 
market. 


And another company asks you to let 


your right side convince your left side. 
They fail to tell you that most people 
perspire more from their right side. 


Advertising claims such as these are 


now coming under more scrutiny. The 
Federal Trade Commission is asking 
manufacturers to prove the claims they 
make in their advertising. 


The procedure is a long and involved 


one, says Robinson. The companies 
first respond to FTC questions by re- 
stating their claims and citing evidence 
to support them. Then, independent ex- 
perts analyze the evidence provided 
and see if they agree with the manufac-

turers' claims. If they do not agree, the 
companies can challenge the experts in 
court. 


The end result is either substantiated 


claims or changed advertising. Though 
the punishment for false or misleading 
claims is relatively small, it has a 
large impact on the producers. The 
publicity given the company and the 
products can be very damaging and it 
is something to be avoided. 


The FTC, however, can not do an ade- 


quate job themselves, Robinson says. 
They cannot be completely effective in 
getting companies to take unsafe or 
ineffective products off the market be- 
cause they often lack information about 
the products' effects. Without more in- 
formation from actual users, the FTC 
is just about limited to cleaning up ad- 
vertising claims. 


This is where the consumer's help 


is needed. People must complain about 
a product before the FTC knows that 
problems exist. 


Unfortunately, most people who have 


a bad experience with a product just 
throw it away and never buy it again. If 
they also wrote a complaint, there is a 
possibility that action would follow and 
unsafe or ineffective products would be 
removed from the store shelves. 


"You can't expect federal agencies to 


be effective policing agents without any 
i n p u t about where the problems 
are," 
Robinson says. He encourages 


people to notify the manufacturer of 
the product (the address is on the la- 
be!) and send a copy of the letter to the 
Federal Trade Commission, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20580.

ing an informal gathering with ARA Wednesday to discuss 
downtown redevelopment efforts, said he expects unani- 
mous council support for his proposed city hall site com- 
mitment 


The proposal came after a suggestion by ARA Chairman 


Victor Minahan that such a resolution be considered in or- 
der to convince the J C Penney Co and Sears — both of 
which ARA is urging to expand into major stores once their 
current leases run out — that the city is ready with a prime 
development site 


The city hall block is the sue of a major new J C Penney 


store on a conceptual redevelopment plan endorsed by ARA 
at its July 2 meeting The plan calls for expansion of the 
present Sears store into the present Penney's facility, old 
Post Office building and city parking lot at the corner of 
Washington and Division streets 


The plan also envisions the addition of two parking 


ramps — one covering the southern half of the block

It is entirely coincidental that the 


Peninsula Players selected the work oi 
a Russian author to perform in this en- 
lightened era of Russian detente. After 
all, we haven't heard of any diplomatic 
missions to Door County by Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger. So it must be 
accidental. 


In any case, the prevailing U.S.- 


U.S.S.R. policies of accommodation 
provide a suitable backdrop for "The 
Good Doctor," a series of comedy 
sketches first written in short story 
form by Anton Chekov and adapted for 
the stage by that American genius, 
Neil Simon. 


The Russian flavor of the setting 


could be felt as one entered the theater 
area to the strains of Slavic instrumen- 
tal folk songs. The opening slides set 
the tone for the evening as did the 
heavily accented voice of Norman Rice, 
a Player 
newcomer who was over- 


powering as the narrator, Chekov him- 
self. 


A group of dancers even did their 


best to extend the Russian influence in 
the form of a dance but it came across 
as more Polish in presentation than 
Russian in inspiration. 


"Doctor" begins with "The Sneeze," 


where a clerk destroys his career by 
sneezing on the bald head of a govern- 
ment official. Dennis Kennedy as the 
sneezer and Douglas Alleman as the 
sneezee are both superbly convincing 
in their inflections and mannerisms. 


But Kennedy won the plaudits of the 


audience and deservedly so. He not 
only dominated "The Sneeze" with his 
portrayal but turned in a fine perform- 
ance as a character actor in three of 
the other sketches, "Surgery," "Too 
Late for Happiness" 
and "The 


Drowned Man." His style is somewhat 
like a Russian version of Columbo who 
has had a few shots of vodka. 


Thomas Cailaway, an Appleton na- 


tive, was singularK impressive in the 
role of a highly successful seducer of 
other men's wives He played the part 
with sophistication and charisma, as if 
he really enjoyed what he was doing 
His performance in "Surgery," "The 
Arrangement" 
and 
"A 
Defenseless 


Creature" were also noteworthy, 
though somewhat more strained in the 
latter. 


Jeannette Leahy, Jessica Epstein and 


Claire Malis, in their respective roles, 
managed to involve themselves in the 
characters of the Russian women they 
portrayed. They were especially effec- 
tive in providing an inkling of the aris- 
tocratic class structure as it presum- 
ably existed 
during Chekov's day. 


Director Joe Bell should be credited 


with keeping the play at a well-mea- 
sured pace. Except for a few lapses in 
the scenic arrangements and some no- 
tably poor singing, "Doctor" proceeded 
quite smoothly. 


One of the intriguing enigmas of the 


whole series of sketches is determining 
where the influence of Chekov ends and 
where Simon's imprint beings. It was 
hard to tell from the dialogue but there 
was one line that was unquestionably 
Simon's. 
In "The Arrangement," 


where a liberal father takes his son to a 
brothel to initiate him in the lessons of 
love, the reluctant 19-year-old asks, 
"Couldn't 
I take 
a correspondence 


course?"

Sylvia Porter 


Will home freezer 
save you money? 


If you're in the market for a home 


freezer—and 
July is the traditional 


month for bargains in this expensive 
appliance—will you find the freezer a 
money-saver as well as a convenience? 


For the first time ever, you must ask 


yourself this question with utmost se- 
riousness and seek an honest, realistic 
answer that will not be obscured by the 
apparent 
advantages and arguments 


with which you sell yourself. And in 
this era of soaring prices for electricity 
as well as record high prices for other 
forms of energy and foods, that honest 
answer is not simple 


Your own supermarket 


Of course, a home freezer is a conve- 


nience, permitting you to take advan- 
tage of money-saving meat specials 
and other bargains You can save time 
(and gas) in shopping by buying large 
quantities of food during one trip. The 
appliance encourages 
you to freeze 


your own home-grown fruits, 
vege- 


tables and meats and possibly to save 
money thereby. You can not only freeze 
leftovers and cut down on wasted food 
but you also can double a recipe, freeze 
half and then have your own ready- 
made future TV dinner at hand for use 
whenever you want it. A freezer can, in 
fact, be your own well-stocked super- 
market in your own home. 
. Also of course, there are disadvan- 
tages to owning a freezer in this era. 
Among these are: the mounting costs 
of owning and operating the appliance; 
the ever-increasing risks of a power 
failure and resulting spoilage of a valu- 
able volume of food; the problem of 
"losing" a particular food 
package 


buried under a few dozen other pack- 
ages until its no longer useful; the pos- 
sible chore of periodic defrosting. 


Having made these essential points, I 


return to the key question: will your 
freezer be a money-saver for you? The 
answer is twofold: 


(1) Whether it does will depend on 


how much you use the appliance. 


Must obey strict rules 


(2) The odds are it will not save you 


money—unless you carefully obey sev- 
eral strict rules, or you must drive a 
long distance to shop and use expensive 
gas and oil to do so, or you live on a 
farm. 


It now costs about $123 a year to own 


a 480 pound-capacity manual defrost 
treezer (about !6 cubic feet), including 
depreciation, electricity, and average 
repairs. 


If you store and use only 480 pounds 


of food in your freezer during 1974, 
costs will work out to an average of 26 
cents per 
pound. If you store 540 


pounds, costs will drop to 23 cents a 
pound; and if you store and use 900

With a 480 pound-capacity freezer, 


you would have to use more than 900 
pounds of frozen food a year and save 
more than 14 cents a pound on the. food 
you buy for the freezer before it would 
begin to break even! 


Your bargains would have to average 


at least 22 cents a pound less than 
prices at the time you eat the food for 
you to come out ahead with a frost-free 
freezer! 


Will you store more than 900 pounds 


of food this year and each year in your 
treezer? Can you realistically count on 
saving more than 14 cents a pound on 
the food you buy for your freezer as 
against regular prices (through buying 
specials, buying in bulk, freezing your 
home-grown produce, etc.)? 


More items to consider 


Here are a few more clues that will 


lead you to the key costs of operating a 
home freezer now: 


Depreciation: Figure this annual cost 


as 1/15 of the initial purchase price, in- 
cluding any finance charge. 


Electricity: 
If your local electric 


rates are, say, 4 cents per kilowatt 
hour, costs are about $54 a year to keep 
a 450 to 500 pound freezer 80 per cent 
full. 


Repairs: Freezers are among the 


least troublesome appliances and re- 
pair costs normally average well under 
S5 a year. 


Packaging: Typical costs of mate- 


rials run 3 to 4 cents per pound of food 
you package and freeze yourself. 


Lost interest: 
This involves the 


money you lay out to buy the freezer 
and the large amounts of food with 
which to fill it—money which otherwise 
might be earning interest at today's 
juicy rates.

Despite having their picket line ig- 


nored and a request for a second meet- 
ing with the rookies rejected, the vet- 
eran players on the Green Bay Packers 
won't abandon attempts to induce the 
yearlings to walk out of the camp. 


And the coaches, who at present have 


the support of the rookie players, seem 
just as intent on continuing to go ahead 
with plans as scheduled. 


Every rookie contacted — amounting 


to approximately 15 — during a break 
in their schedule at St. Norbert College 
Wednesday night, said he intended to 
continue practicing. 


Nearly 24 hours earlier, player repre- 


sentative Ken Bowman and 
other 


Packer veterans had asked the rookies 
to honor their picket line, by not re- 
porting to practice, as they continue to 
strike against the National Football 
League. The request was made during 
a meeting approved by the Packer 
management. 


At the time, the rookies indicated 


they would consider the matter in a 
private meeting and arrive at a deci- 
sion. 


Their answer seemed to come 


Wednesday morning, and again in the 
afternoon, when they boarded buses 
and reported to practice as the 197-4 
Packer training camp opened. The f u l l 
complement of rookies remained 
in 


camp. 


However, they arrived at their deci- 


sion individually and in groups. No 
meeting was held with the entire squad 
for a couple of reasons, according to 
one of the rookies. First, there didn't 
appear to be any substantial support 
for the veterans' request, and secondly, 
nobody seemed willing to call and orga- 
nize a mass gathering. 


Plus, there wasn't a great deal of 


time available to the rookies. They fin- 
ished physicals late Tuesday night and 
began 
their training camp 
regimen 


early Wednesday. 


After the buses transported the play- 


ers to the Oneida Street practice fiefd 
in the morning. Bowman said, "There 
is a big difference between a man walk- 
ing across a line and a bus driving 
across a line." He vowed to continue 
picketing and to try to convince the 
rookies they should honor the line. 


His next move was made, following 


the afternoon practice, when his wife, 
Mary Ellen, entered the Packer office 
building 
— 
it is off 
limits to 
the 


strikers — and relayed a message. Her 


husband, she said, 
was 
requesting 


permission from Dan Devine, Packer 
head coach and general manager, to 
talk to the rookies again. 


According to her, the reply was that 


her husband could call back before six 
and talk to'Devine. 


Later in the evening, Devine refused 


to comment on what answer Bowman 
was given. But Bowman, when reached 
at his De Pere home, said his request 
was rejected. 


He said, he was told, the Packers' 


front office had made a policy to play 
with rookies and free agents, and that 
if the coaches were allowed to grant his 
request., it would be in contradiction to 
that policy. Bowman assumed that the 
front office meant the board of direc- 
tors. 


However, Bowman paraphrased De- 


vine as saying: I'm not trying to hide 
them, you're welcome to talk to them 
on their time off. 


Later 
Bowman 
was i n f o r m e d , 


though, that he could not talk to the 
rookies on campus or in the dormitory. 
Thus, as he explained, the players are 
not going to very accessible. 


But Bowman stated he would con- 


tinue his pursuit. "I've got to," he 
said. 


"I'm going to attempt to find out 


whether or not they have met. And if 
their decision is adverse, I think it is 
my obligation to find out the reason 
they decided the way they did and meet 
that argument. 


"I'm still asking for their support." 
Most of the rookies polled gave a sim- 


ilar reason for reporting to practice: 
they weren't going to blow the opportu- 
nity that is beckoning. 


"I'm staying in camp," quarterback 


Charlie Napper, a two-year veteran ot 
the taxi squad said. "I don't want tc 
sound harsh, but the best thing for me 
is to stay in camp. I'm not taking sides 
with anyone, I'm just protecting my fu- 
ture." 


Napper, incidentally, hasn't met the 


qualifications to become a member of 
the players' association. 


Charlie (Tuna) Edwards, a wide re- 


ceiver with no college experience, said, 
"1 came a long way, and I waited for 
this for a long time. I don't want to 
mess up the opportunity. I'm looking 
out for myself. Like O.J. Simpson said 
in the paper this morning, if he was a 
rookie he'd have to report to camp. 


Stephen Spiro, a free agent defensive 


lineman from the University of Pacific, 
said, "It's too good here. They have too 


good of food and too good of accom- 
modations. Plus, they offer you S15 a 
day." 
"it was a tough choice," punter 


Randy Walker, a 12th round 
draft 


choice, offered. "I don't want to create 
any hard feelings between the veterans 
and coaches, but I can't please both of 
them. 


"I look at it this way: the coaches are 


the ones that cut you, not the players. 
So I've got to stay here." 


Clark Scheldt, a kicker from May- 


ville St., reported the Packers signed 
him two weeks ago. "After college I 
thought that it was it for me. But this 
is the dream of a lifetime. I always 
wanted a try." 


Robert Stark, a wide receiver and 


free agent from Montana, said, "I 
think the biggest reason is that most 
rookies see this as being personally to 
their advantage — to stay here in 
camp, get in good shape and get in 
some practices before the vets report. 
I'm not going to walk out now." 


Stark said, however, that he wished 


the players had called a private meet- 
ing to make the decision after the vets 
made the request.

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THE Post-Crescent 


Chief Justice Warren 


As so often happens, the controversy which swirls around 


those in positions of power are put into perspective only 
when they die. This is certainly true in the case of retired 
Chief Justice Ear! Warren, who guided the Supreme Court 
16 years during which monumental decisions were reached 
whose full impact is yet undetermined. 


A Republican, Mr. Warren had a long and distinguished 


career in government service before he was named to the 
high court after his bid to obtain his party's presidential 
nomination failed on two occasions, including one try which 
brought him to Wisconsin in 1952. While his hopes for gain- 
ing the presidency were lost, the impact of his incumbency 
on the Supreme Court certainly has historic significance. 


As a champion of civil rights and the broadest inter- 


pretation of the Bill of Rights, Mr. Warren directed the 
court from controversial to controversial decision which 
stirred the wrath of many citizens. By his own estimate, 
the most 
important decision struck down segregated 


schools, laid down the rule of "one man, one vote" and 
broadened the rights of the accused in criminal cases. The 
common thread of those decisions was equality of all citi- 
zens—in education, in representation and in the courts. 


President Nixon, often extremely critical of the Warren 


court and of the chief justice, said it best. "Earl Warren 
. . . was never a partisan of political advantage, but always 
a partisan for America." 


As time goes on, the impact of Mr. Warren's stewardship 


as chief justice unquestionalby will have an ever-widening 
effect. Vilified during his tenure even to the point of calls 
for his impeachment his stature has grown perceptibly 
since his retirement. At his death, his admirers rank him 
as one of our great chief justices. This is an evaluation that 
only the perspective of history can substantiate, but it is 
not far off the mark. 


Another version of the topes 


The House Judiciary Committee draws no conclusions 


from the discrepancies between its transcript of the presi- 
dential tapes and the transcripts as provided the American 
people by President Nixon April 30. But those discrep- 
ancies cannot help but indicate that presidential involve- 
ment in the Watergate cover-up and allied actions which 
were extra-legal if not illegal was more direct than Presi- 
dent Nixon would have us believe. 


The committee's transcripts, unlike those furnished by 


the White House, include variety of expletives used by the 
President in discussing the procedures to be used to mini- 
imize the impact of Watergate on his image and credibility. 
Why the committee did not delete the words is not clear. In 
any event, the expletives are not important as to the real 
meaning of the conversations held in the Oval Office. 


It is clear from the side-by-side comparison of eight re- 


corded conversations of key passages that the substantive 
discrepancies between the White House and committee ver- 
sions, that the President approved a plan to use any means 
to keep himself clear of any implication in the Watergate 
cover-up. "I want you all to stonewall it, let them plead the 
Fifth Amendment, cover up or anything else, if it'll save 
it—save the plan. That's the whole point," the President 
says in the committee transcript. 


Although many of the discrepancies previously had been 


leaked by Judiciary Committee members, undoubtedly for 
partisan political purposes, the committee's official version 
clearly puts the burden of proof on the President to explain 
the differences between the transcripts despite the state- 
ment by Ronald Ziegler, presidential press secretary, that 
the committee is merely trying "to divert attention from 
the fact that there is no case against the President." The 
committee transcripts cannot help but have an impact on 
the impeachment proceedings. 


The American people will read into the transcript vari- 


ations whatever tends to support their opinion about the 
White House involvement or lack of it in the Watergate 
cover-up. In commenting on the White House transcripts 
released April 30, The Post-Crescent said: 


"The content of the White House-edited transcripts fur- 


nished in response to a House Judiciary Committee sub- 
poena disclose a President plotting with his principal aides 
to avoid bringing those in the Watergate travesties to jus- 
tice.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Impeach- 


ment investigators have made public 
their raw documentary evidence on 
Watergate, the building blocks without 
the blueprint of the case against Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


It is a dispassionate catalogue, seven 


volumes of data new and old, mo- 
mentous and trivial. Nowhere is there a 
signal of the direction or likely out- 
come of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee's coming debate and decision on 
the impeachment of the President. 


Instead, the committee's "Statement 


of Information," released Thursday, 
presents without conclusions or com- 
ments a compendium of testimony be- 
fore the Senate Watergate committee, 
the courts and during the hitherto se- 
cret proceedings of the grand jury. 


There are handwritten notes and dic- 


tated recollections by the President, 
portions of White House tape tran- 
scripts. There are White House memos, 


Nixon statements, even newspaper clip- 
pings. 


There are no major new revelations 


about the Watergate case. In some 
cases, the House evidence sketches in 
details on matters known before but 
only in outline. 


Among the highlights of what was 


newly disclosed by the House panel are 
these points: 


—Indirect evidence that Nixon talked 


of the danger of Watergate involvement 
to the President on March 17 — four 
days prior to the date he said he 
learned of the cover-up. 


—The President's dictated recollec- 


tion of the March 21 conversation in 
which John W. Dean III, then White 
House counsel, described the involve- 
ment of presidential aides and cam- 
paign lieutenants in the break-in and 
cover-up. 


—Grand jury testimony about the 


$75,000 payment relayed the night of 


March 21, 1973, to convicted Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. That 
payment was cited by a federal grand 
jury as one of the acts in a conspiracy 
to block the break-in investigation. 


The grand jury named Nixon as a co- 


conspirator, but did nor indict him. It 
charged seven of his former White 
House and political aides with a crimi- 
nal conspiracy in a case to come to trial 
Sept. 9. 


The published evidence does not in- 


clude a grand jury report on Nixon's al- 
leged role, delivered to the House panel 
March 25. 


Despite its 3,891 pages, the compila- 


tion deals only with Watergate and its 
aftermath. 


It does not cover the committee's 


other areas of impeachment inquiry: 
ITT, dairy cooperative campaign con- 
tributions, 
domestic 
surveillance, 


abuse of the Internal Revenue Service, 
President Nixon's income taxes, his 


impoundment of appropriated 
funds, 


and the bombing of Cambodia. 


That evidence is to be published 


later, probably beginning next week. 


The 38 committee members will use 


the evidence, tape recordings and tran- 
scripts, plus the testimony of some 10 
witnesses now appearing in closed se_s- 
sions, as the basis for their deliber- 
ations on the historic question confront- 
ing them: should they recommend that 
the House vote to impeach Nixon? 


The committee's debate is expected 


to begin during the week of July 22. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 


N.J., said the record his panel pub- 
lished is incomplete because the Presi- 
dent refused to comply with subpoenas 
for more tape recordings and docu- 
ments. 


Rodino also said that he and Rep. Ed- 


ward Hutchinson, R-Mich., had deleted 
material "in a few instances" to pro- 
tect the rights of Watergate defend- 


ants, because of security classifications 
or because it was not pertinent. 


In a foreword to the published evi- 


dence, Rodino said the panel sought to 
keep it dry and factual. 


"Every effort was made to preclude 


inferences in the presentation of this 
material," he said. "A deliberate and 
scrupulous abstention from 
conclu- 


sions, even by implication, was ob- 
served." 


He said the goal was to provide an 


objective, impartial record so that each 
committee member can make an in- 
formed judgment when the time comes 
to vote on impeachment. 


In an eighth volume, 243 pages long, 


presidential lawyer James D. St. Clair 
offered evidence seeking to prove 
Nixon's innocence, to challenge the 
credibility of his chief accuser, John 
W. Dean III, and to demonstrate that

Simon on Arab 
economic mission 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Treasury 


Secretary William E Simon headed for 
the Middle East today to try to 
strengthen U.S. economic ties with 
Saudi Arabia and Egypt, two countries 
that hold important keys for world 
peace and prosperity. 


If the trip is successful, it may result 


m lower world oil prices, a flow of in- 
vestment funds from the Arab world to 
Western countries and closer relations 
between the Arab countries and the 
United States. 


Besides Egypt and Saudi Arabia, Si- 


mon also will stop in Israel and Kuwait 
in the Middle East, followed by visits to 
West Germany, France and Great Brit- 
am before returning to Washington on 
July 27. 


Simon is taking with him govern- 


ment experts in agriculture, finance, 
trade, manpower development and edu- 
cation who will assist the Saudis and 
Egyptians with their internal develop- 
ment problems. 


In Egypt, one group will study how 


the United States can further assist in 
the re-opening of the Suez Canal and 
the rebuilding of war-destroyed cities 
along the Waterway. 


In Saudi Arabia, the Simon party is 


prepared to discuss possible estab- 
lishment of a branch of a U.S. univer- 
sity 


After Simon departs Saudi Arabia, 


several U.S. working parties under the 
supervision of Assistant Treasury Sec- 
retary Gerald L. Parsky will remain 
behind to continue work on Saudi de- 
velopment problems. 


The stakes of the trip are more than 


just assisting two Arab economies in 
their development, however. 


Egypt, more than any other country, 


may hold the key to future peace in the 
Middle East 
Further, once warm 


Egyptian-Russian relations have cooled 
considerably and the U.S. feels the 
time is ripe to rebuild its former 
frayed relations. 


Saudi Arabia is the chief Mideast 


supplier of world oil needs, along with 
non-Arab Iran, and the closer the Saudi 
economy can be tied to the United 
States, the more assured the indus- 
trialized world will be of a steady flow 
of oil. 


A major purpose of the Saudi visit 


will be to encourage the Saudis to in- 
vest part of their vast new oil earnings 
in the United States and Western Eu- 
rope. 


One source on the trip said the 


United States is hopeful the Saudis will 
invest up to $8 billion in special, tailor- 
made U.S. government securities, a 
sum that would help pay the federal 
debt and ease government borrowing 
pressures in domestic credit markets. 


Sinatra, Australian 
unions come to terms 


SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - Austra- 


lian unions today lifted their bans on 
Frank Sinatra, and a tour promoter 
said the singer will resume his concert 
tour and go ahead with a televised free 
show. 


The unions said Sinatra would be 


allowed to leave the country when he 
wishes, and the singer said in a joint 
statement that he "regretted" name- 
calling and rough house incidents 
Tuesday night. 


However, he did not issue a general 


apology as the unions had demanded. 


The agreement was reached after a 


three-hour meeting between Sinatra's 
lawyer, the promoters of the tour and 
Robert Hawke, Australia's top union of- 
ficial and president of the ruling Labor 
party. 


The statement said Sinatra did not 


intend "any general reflection upon the 
moral character of the working mem- 
bers of the Australian media." 


But it added: "He, of course, re- 


serves the right to continue to comment 
upon the quality of the professional 
performance of those working mem- 
bers of the media whom he believes are 
subject to criticism on professional 
grounds." 


In their part of the statement, the 


unions said they had no desire to em- 
barrass Sinatra, and "they express 
their regrets for any physical inconven- 
ience that may have been caused to 
him by journalists." 
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Ehrlichman jury 
hears wrapup 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Associate 


special Watergate prosecutor William 
H. Merrill conceded today that John D. 
Ehrlichman did not approve a "break- 
in" at the office of Daniel Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist, but said the former presi- 
dential assistant was guilty of plotting 
an illegal, nontraceable secret search. 


Making his final argument to the 


jury, Merrill said, "It's clear that no 
one used the word break-in because a 
break-in was not contemplated ... 


"To talk about a break-in would not 


only be inconsistent with covert, but in- 
consistent with nontraceable," Merrill 
said. 


Direct testimony and memos entered 


in evidence at the 11-day-old plumbers 
trial have said Ehrlichman approved a 
covert operation on condition it not be 
traced back to the White House. 


Ehrlichman conceded giving ap- 


proval in the summer of 1971 but de- 
nied he ever contemplated anything il- 
legal. 


Ehrlichman and three others are 


charged with violating the civil rights 
of the psychiatrist, Dr. Lewis J. Field- 
ing of Beverly Hills, Calif., whose office 
was broken into Sept. 3, 1971. 


Ehrlichman is also charged with four 


counts of lying to the FBI and a federal 
grand jury. 


President 
Nixon and Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger both provided 


evidence for the defense Wednesday. 


The closing arguments are likely to 


occupy most of today's session. U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard Gesell said he 
will delay his final instructions until 
Friday, with the six man-six woman 
jury begins deliberations. 


In court on Wednesday, Kissinger 


testified for less than two minutes and 
the President submitted written an- 
swers to six questions submitted to the 
White House by Ehrlichman's at- 
torneys. 


Kissinger, who has repeatedly denied 


any knowledge of the special White 
House investigative unit known as the 
plumbers, was called as a defense wit- 
ness by Ehrlichman's lawyers. 


The plumbers, under codirectors Da- 


vid R. Young and Egil "Bud" Krogh, 
planned and carried off an illegal 
search of Fielding's offices on Sept. 3, 
1971. 


Young, brought to the White House 


by Kissinger when he was Nixon's na- 
tional security adviser, had been a 
principal witness in the prosecution's 
attempt to prove Ehrlichman had a 
hand in plotting the break-in. 


Kissinger, called to damage Young's 


credibility, testified he knew nothing 
of, let alone suggested, a plan to gather 
psychological information about Ells- 
berg, who leaked the Pentagon Papers 
study of the Vietnam War to the press. 


A CIA official had quoted Young as 


saying Kissinger and Ehrlichman had 
requested that the agency prepare a 
psychological profile on Ellsberg. 


When the profile proved inadequate, 


the plumbers planned the break-in. 


A few hours after Kissinger's appear- 


ance, Judge Gesell read to the jury six 
written answers to questions submitted 
to President Nixon by Ehrlichman's 
lawyers. 


Nixon said he answered the questions 


"as a matter of discretion, and in the 
interests of justice ..." 


In them, the President said he never 


authorized the Ellsberg break-in and 
didn't learn of it until March 17, 1973. 


Nixon said he could not recall if he 


ever gave specific instructions to Ehr- 
Hchman and other White House aides 
not to talk to the FBI once the break-in 
came under formal investigation last 
spring. 


Krogh quoted Ehrlichman as saying 


the President had issued such an or- 
der. 


Gesell is to deliver his final instruc- 


tions to the jury members 
Friday, 


when their deliberations begin. 


The other defendants are G. Gordon 


Liddy, Bernard L. Barker and Eugenic 
R. Martinez. Liddy said in court 
Wednesday that he will not testify in 
his own defense as have the other de- 
fendants. 


Dean faces questioners 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
John W. 


Dean III, who once said his most diffi- 
cult problem was "how I could end this 
mess without mortally wounding the 
President," faces questioning in the 
impeachment proceedings he helped to 
initiate. 


It was Dean's Senate testimony a 


year ago linking President Nixon with 
the Watergate cover-up that helped set 
the stage for the current inquiry by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 


His testimony now has been re- 


quested by James St. Clair, Nixon's 
impeachment defense lawyer, who 
wants to examine him on the narrow is- 
sue of a $75,000 payment he helped ar- 
range for Watergate conspirator 
E. 


Howard Hunt Jr. 


The former 
White House counsel 


played a leading role in all phases of 
the cover-up until he decided to tell his 
story to the Watergate prosecutors in 
April 1973, and he faces intensive ques- 
tioning by committee members. 


Today's session will be something of 


a homecoming for Dean, who served as 
a minority counsel to the Judiciary 
Committee for two years before moving 
to the Justice Department early in the 
Nixon administration. 


"He was minority counsel of subcom- 


mittee 3," Rep. Edward Hutchinson, R- 
Mich., now the ranking committee Re- 
publican, recalled Wednesday. "I sat 
beside him and he did a good job." 


"I know him very well," said Rep. 


Charles E. Wiggins, R-Calif., another 
senior GOP member. "He is most com- 
petent and I had no reason to question 
his integrity when he was here." 


Dean pleaded guilty last October to 


conspiracy to obstruct justice and de- 
fraud the United States. His sentencing 
has been deferred and he has been co- 
operating with the Watergate prose- 
cutors. 


All St. Clair wants Dean to tell the 


committee is how he passed on Hunt's 
request for money to Frederick C. 
LaRue, a former Nixon campaign aide 
who has testified that he delivered 
$75,000 to Hunt's lawyer the night of 
March 21, 1973. 


St. Clair hopes Dean will say he 


called LaRue that morning before a 
conversation with Nixon in which 
Hunt's money demands were dis- 
cussed. 


Gurney 
indicted 
in bribe 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) - Sen. 


Edward J. Gurney has been indicted by 
a federal grand jury in connection with 
a $233,000 fund-raising effort involving 
contractors 
and developers seeking 


U.S. housing contract influence. 


The Florida Republican was charged 


with bribery, conspiracy, taking part 
in a coverup and lying to the special 
grand jury. The panel returned the in- 
dictment Wednesday after a 10-month 
investigation. 


Conviction on all counts could bring a 


maximum prison term of 42 years. 


No arraignment date was set for Gur- 


ney or the six other men indicted with 
him. 


Gurney, the first U.S. Senator in 50 


years to be indicted while in office, said 
he is innocent. 


"I have an abiding faith in the Amer- 


ican system of justice and firmly be- 
lieve that I will be proved innocent of 
any wrongdoing in this affair," said 
Gurney, 60, of Winter Park 


Gurney, a member of the Senate Wa- 


tergate committee and a staunch sup- 
porter of President Nixon both on the 
committee and off, is up for reelection 
this vear. Florida Republican Chair- 
man, L. E. Thomas said the indictment 
"dealt a mortal blow" to Gurney's re- 
election bid. 


The grand jury probe began after 


The Miami Herald reported that a Gur- 
ney ,aide obtained funds in Gurney's 
name from builders hoping to win his 
influence with the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. 


Indicted with Gurney were: 
James Lee Groot of Washington, Gur- 


ney's former administrative assistant; 
Earl M. Crittenden of Orlando, former 
Florida GOP chairman; George Ander- 
son, the senator's 1968 campaign trea- 
surer, Winter Park; Joseph Bastien, 
the head of Gurney's field office in 
Winter Park; and FHA officials Wayne 
Swiger of Tampa and Ralph M. Koontz 
of Jacksonville. 


The 33-page indictment also lists 42 


unindicted coconspirators. They in- 
clude contractors and developers, hous- 
ing officials and the chief fund-raiser, 
Larry E. Williams of Orlando. 


"It's smiles all round," said Robert 


Raymond, one of the tour promoters. 
"There was no apology. The unions 
have really shown a lot of under- 
standing and deserve complimenting. 
They realized it got grossly out of pro- 
portion." 


Hawke flew to Sydney to meet with 


Sinatra after a number of unions de- 
manded that Sinatra apologize for in- 
sults to Australia's journalists. 


The musicians' union said Sinatra 


could not appear again in the country 
until he apologized. And the transport 
union said its members would not serv- 
ice any plane the singer was booked on. 


Hawke said Sinatra would "never get 


out of Australia" unless he retracted 
scurrilous remarks he made during a 
concert Tuesday night in Melbourne 
and apologized for the rough treatment 
his bodyguards gave a television crew. 


The hotel employes' union threatened 


to boycott the Sydney hotel in which Si- 
natra was holed up. 


The singer had scheduled five con- 


certs — two in Melbourne and three in 
Sydney — at $135,000 each. He still has 
four to go. 


Sinatra's lawyer, Milton A. Rudin, 


told a news conference his client "re- 
gretted the incidents" but would not 
accept culpability. 


He said Sinatra, making his first 


Australian tour in 15 years, was willing 
to give a free TV performance to make 
up for a concert that was canceled 
Wednesday night.

They 
have argued that the board needs an in- 
dependent source of information. 


There was no action taken on Hig- 


ginsf proposal and the board chairman 
did not specifically refer it to a com- 
mittee for study. However, it is ex- 
pected Higgins will bring it back up to 
the personnel and finance committees. 


At the same time, Higgins chastised 


the board committees for holding too 
many meetings. "Some committees are 
meeting at the drop of the hat," he 
said, "and are doing nothing and then 
meeting again on the same subject." 
At the present rate, he admonished the 
board, the per diem budget will be 
overrun by 520,000 by the end of the 
year.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


This letter concerns the (quote) 


"40th Annual Appleton Area Jaycees' 
Civic Celebration" (unquote) at Pierce 
Park. I wish to express my personal 
opinions concerning this celebration 
since I have given peripheral support 
to those who have waged an active cam- 
paign to have the festivities stopped. 
Perhaps these personal opinions are 
shared by other Appleton residents. 
However, the comments that follow 
may serve to enlighten those other Ap- 
pleton residents who have no opinion on 
this matter. 


First, I take exception to the use of 


the word "civic" in the title of the fes- 
tivities. Except for the use of a city 
park (i.e., "civic park"); except for 
the token appearance of our elected 
"civic" officials at the festivities; ex- 
cept for the appearance of our "civic" 
band; and, except for the appearance 
of our ambassadress of good will Miss 
Appleton (if, in fact, she exists this 
year), there is nothing "civic" about a 
carnival from Wautoma. There is noth- 
ing "civic" about beer tents and 
bratwurst stands. The celebration, as it 
now exists, is simply the (quote) "40th 
annual Appleton Area Jaycee's Party" 
(unquote). 


However, don't interpret these pro- 


ceeding comments to mean that I am 
steadfastly opposed to any kind of cele- 
bration at all. 1 firmly believe that 
some type of festivities on the Fourth of 
July should be held in every commu- 
nity and I congratulate the Appleton 
Area Jaycees for undertaking that task 
here. I've lived in other cities (e.g. 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and La- 
fayette, Indiana) where such festivities 
were not held and I sorely missed 
them. But I do not think the "party" as 
it now exists is the best kind of celebra- 
tion for this community. 


If the Jaycees truly want a "civic" 


celebration, then thev should get the 
residents actively involved! How about 
a (decorated) doll buggy and bicycle 
parade for children? Why not stage 
three-legged races, penny scrambles, 
and other such games for the children? 
How about an ice cream parade? Why 
not plan an amateur bicycle race on the 
one-half mile oval road in Pierce Park? 
Why not use the 2.5 mile cross-country 
track in Pierce Park for a race? How 
about a costume party and dance one of 
the nights? Why not stage an amateur 
talent show? There are any number of 
activities that could really make this 
Jaycees' Party a civic celebration. 


However, the Jaycees have not at- 


tempted to use any imagination in con- 
ducting their party. In the six years 
that 1 have lived in Appleton the Fourth 
of July Party has consisted of a carni- 
val, beer tents, and bratwurst stands. 
Last year a trapeze act and Sesame 
Street's Big Bird were added. But each 
year the carnival, the beer tents, and 
the brat stands are set up in exactly the 
same place —that is. they are set up on 
the scars left over from the preceeding 
year. 


Apparently, through the past 30 


years the residents in the (north) 
Pierce Park area have complained 
about disturbances and problems that 
are a result of the multi-day party in 
the park. Apparently, these complaints 
were unheeded or merely given lip- 
service. The prevailing attitude of all 
those involved seems to be "I don't 
care". 


The Jaycees didn't care that their 


party was stagnant and generally 
unattractive. The Jaycees didn't care 
that Pierce Park was not equipped, 
sanitation-wise, to handle the crowds. 
(If the Jaycees had invested some of 
their earnings in the maintenance of 
the Pierce Park pavilion and rest 
rooms, they would have shown that 
they do care.) 


The Police Department didn't care 


that a large, warm-weather crowd is 
potentially explosive. No crowd control 
->r riot control plans were ever made. 
This lack of preparation is unheard of 
these days when other Wisconsin cities 
(e.g., Sheboygan and LaCrosse) have 
had to terminate their large civic cele- 
brations because of the unruly crowds. 
The Police Department hierarchy 
didn't even care to hear telephone com- 
plaints and slammed the receiver down 
in the course of conversations. 


The Fire Department didn't care that 


unrestricted street parking would have 
made it impossible for some of their 
trucks to get to Pierce Park area 
homes. 
Wastebaskets had not been placed in 


the carnival area; even the Park Com- 
mission didn't care about trying to 
maintain Pierce Park. 


And some area residents didn't care 


- they abandoned their homes in the 
city during the days of the party and 
fled to lake cottages and other cities. 


But I care about all these things. 
I believe that a civic celebration com- 


memorating the Fourth of July is nec- 
essary — yes, even in Pierce Park.

I appreciate these 
narks I enjoy having the Tuesday eve- 
ning band concerts at Pierce Park. For 
the pleasure I receive from the parks, 
I'm willing to allow Pierce Park to be 
used for the civic celebration. 


However, changes should be made; 


must be made. Because the various 
agencies involved in past parties re- 
fused to listen to the suggestions and 
complaints of Pierce Park area resi- 


dents, a "tacky" situation has devel- 
oped. The party will have to be short- 
ened. The mild protests started last fall 
during the ill-conceived "Applefest" 
party. Now the angered citizens who 
called for more careful planning of the 
"parties" have turned to the only 
weapon they have - formal complaints 
to force the strict enforcement of exist- 
ing city ordinances. 


I sincerely hope that past tactical er- 


rors by the Jaycees and the police have 
not let to an uncompromisable situ- 
ation.

Dr. G. C. Thosteson 
Enlarged thyroid may 
be just nontoxic goiter 


, Dear Dr. Thosteson: 
Could you 


please tell me anything about an en- 
larged thyroid gland? My son has one 
and his doctor doesn't recommend any- 
thing to decrease it since he feels all 
right. - Mrs. L.S. 
' An enlarged thyroid indicates disease 
of that gland, but treatment depends on 
ihe nature of the disease. 


Disorders causing the enlargement 


are colloid goiter (from iodine defi- 
ciency), overactive thyroid, infection 
and tumor nodules. 


A variety of laboratory tests are 


available to determine the cause: 
Metabolism tests (the thyroid is the 
"governor" of the body's metabolism), 
blood tests to determine hormone.lev- 
els and studies with radioactive iodine. 
With all the tests, it may be necessary 
in certain cases to make a microscopic- 
examination of tissue from the gland. 


It may be, assuming your son's doc- 


tor has made enough tests to show the 
true situation, that your son has a 
simple nontoxic goiter which requires 
no specific treatment. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you 


please comment on causes and treat- 
ment of ulcerative colitis? Should cer- 
tain foods be avoided? — K.B. 


Coiitis — ulcerative, mucous or other 


types — just isn't as simple as, say, 
scarlet fever. You can't say it is caused 
.by a germ. You can't say it is caused 
by any single factor. 


You can't even say that certain foods 


should be avoided. Often some foods 
should, but it depends on the individ- 
ual's reaction. What is fine for one is 
bad for another. 


So let me beg off from trying to give 


a brief answer to your question, but 
suggest instead that you send for, and 
read, my booklet on "Colitis and Kin- 
dred Complaints." Send 25 cents and a

Dear Dr. Thosteson: 
1 have never 


read anything on calcium deposits in 
the breasts. After having sore breasts 
continually, I went to my doctor and 
had X rays and was told I had calcium 
deposits in both breasts. They are al- 
ways lumpy and sore. Can you tell me 
anything about it? Will this ever go 
away? What causes it? Will the breasts 
ever have to be removed because of 
this? - E.R.S. 


I think you are unduly alarmed — not 


that you don't have a problem to com- 
bat, but it's not likely to be as severe or 
as long-lasting as you evidently think. 


Sore breasts indicate irritation and 


inflammation of some sort. Cysts are 
the most common cause of this, al- 
though 1 can't, of course, rule out some 
unusual source of the trouble in your 
case. I just have no way of knowing. 


You see, when tissues are damaged, 


either by a wound or inflammation, the 
body uses its own calcium in the heal- 
ing process. (A scar, for example, may 
contain calcium; a damaged joint or 
bone will have a calcium deposit at the 
repair site.) 


So calcium deposits in your breasts 


are not unexpected after the troubles 
you've had. If I am interpreting cor- 
rectly, I would say it is highly unlikely 
that removal of the breasts would be 
necessary — and the fact that the spots 
are scattered and in both breasts is an 
indication that the trouble is not can- 
cer. 


As to treatment, please don't make 


me guess because 1 cannot be sure as 
to what the basic trouble is although 1 
can feel some assurance as to what it 
isn't. It may be that adjustment of hor- 
mone levels in your system (by na- 
ture's action or otherwise) may begin 
to bring you some relief. 


You can lose weight if you really 


want to. Thosteson's booklet, "Lost Se-
